Unless specifically maintained infra , all previous rejections are withdrawn. 
Obviousness-Type Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 1-12 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting over claims 1-8 of USP 6,696,045, taken in view of Gaffar et al (USP 5,094,844). 
This rejection is maintained. 

Applicant argues that USP 6,696,045 is not available as prior art under the 103(c) exclusion. The 
argument is irrelevant since USP 6,696,045 is not being applied as prior art. Rather, the rejection is a 
nonstatutory double patenting rejection which is based on a judicially created doctrine grounded in public 
policy which aims to prevent the unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" 
granted by a patent and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See, e.g., In re Berg . 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman , 11 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 
1993); In re Lonqi . 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum , 686 F.2d 937, 214 
USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Voqel . 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington , 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969).
